Professional  Nursing  in  the  home.

The  Lees  Sick  Nursing  Association  which  is  supported 
by  voluntary  contributions,  employs  one  Nurse,  who  attends 
non-infectious  cases  among  the  sick  poor.  No  nursing  is  provided 
by  the  Local  Authority.

No  provision  for  nursing  is  made. 


Midwives 

There  is  now  a  resident  County  Midwife  in  the  District. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

A  School  for  Mothers  and  Ante-natal  Clinic  has  now 
been  provided  in  this  District  by  the  County  Authorities. 


Hospital  Accommodation 


For  Small-Pox.  An  arrangement  has  been  completed  with 
Chadderton.  Payment  per  case,  and  a  retaining  fee  of 
£'lb  per  annum. 

For  other  Infectious  Diseases,  by  arrangement  with 
Oldham.  Payment  per  case  per  week. 

There  is  no  Hospital  Accommodation  in  the  District  for 
(a)  Maternity  cases  ;  (6)  Children  ;  (c)  Tuberculosis  ;  and  no 
institutional  provision  for  un-married  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants  and  homeless  children. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

are  provided  by  arrangement  with  Oldham  for  {a)  Infectious 
Cases,  and  (fe)  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases.

Scavenging  and  Removal  of  Mouse  Refuse 

This  is  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority.  Sewerage  of  the  greater  part  of  the  district  is 
conveyed  to  the  sewers  of  the  Oldham  Corporation,  and  is 
treated  at  their  Outfall  works.  That  of  the  remainder  is  treated 
at  our  own  Sewage  works,  by  the  method  of  precipitation, 
continuous  filters,  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks. 

Excrement  is  disposed  of  principally  on  the  water 
carriage  system,  only  a  few  pail  closets  now  remaining. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  in  Dustbins.  They  are  emptied 
weekly  and  the  contents  removed  to  the  Council’s  tip. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  number  of  the  various 
sanitary  conveniences  in  the  district  at  the  close  of  each  of  the 
last  five  years.
